These great words of C, R. Das have 
proved to be true to their core. Roman 
Rolland, that great author of the world, 
hailed Sri Aurobindo as the last of the 
great Rishis holding “in his hand, in firm 
unrelaxed grip, the bow of creative 
energy”: He said: “Here come Sri Auro- 
pbindo the completest synthesis that has 
peen realised to this day of the genius of 
Asia and genius of Europe”, Sri Auro- 
bindo was put in Alipore jail but this 
brought him the needed rest, seclusion 
and relief from the constant strain of 
public life. He called this incarceration 
as his ‘Ashramyas’—Ashram life.
